Bogus Reform. 

One of the chief clauses of the rail- 1 
road rate law passed by the last Con- 
gress was “the commodity clause” 
which went into effect on May 1 of 
: this year. There has evidently been 
collusion between President Roosevelt, 
his Attorney-General, and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to nullify 
the clause by refusing to prosecute 
those railroads which are openly dis- 
obeying: the law. The provision that 
railroads after May 1 could not, with- 
out being lawbreakers own or sell com- 
modities which they controlled, was in- 
tended esDecially to cover the mining 
and selling of coal by the so-called 
coal roads. That provision was added 
to the law in defference to the united 
public opinion that for the railroads to 
own and also transport coal was a 
monopoly that was undesirable and 
added greatly to the cost of coal to the 
people. 

When the law was under considsra- 
tion by Conrgess, President Roosevelt 1 
and a majority of the Republicans in 
Conrgess were insistent that the com- 
modity clause should be added to the 
law. But the law is a dead letter, and 
has been nullified by the Executive offi- 
cers of the government refusing to en- 
force it. Yet the Republicans claim 
to be reformers. 

The Spurious Congress. 

The Sixtieth Congress will pass into 
history as the Spurious Congress. It, 
1 has done nothing worthy of a great 
representative body. In its appropri- 
ations, it has been more extravagant 
than any of its predecessors, and wiil 
leave the government $60,000,000 in 
arrears on the first day of July next, 
and $160,000,000 in arrears on July 1. 
1909, so that money will have to be 
borrowed for running expenses. It has 
refused to modify the tariff even on 
wood pulp and print paper. It has en- 
acted currency legislation of the worst 
possible type, legislation not in favor 
of the interests of the people at large, 
but of Wall Street. 

It has upheld the President in his 
wild ana dangerous assertion of the 
supremacy of the military over the 
civil power. Its sins of commission 
and its sins of omission are equally 
flagrant, because both are as bad as 
possible. Its early adjournment should 
be welcomed by the American people. 
The only defect in onr Constitution is 
that it requires this Congress to meet 
again before its dissolution. 

Wall Street Supports Taft. 

There may be some doubt about how 
great the revolt of Labor wiil be 
against Secretary Taft, but that Wall 
Street interests will warmly support 
him with its money and votes seem 
certain. That representative Wall 
Street banker. Jacob H- Schiff, the 
partner of that “ malefactor of great 
wealth,” Mr. Harriman. has accept- 
ed the Vice Presidency of the Taft or- j 
ganization of the State of New York, i 
He declared, “that with a rigid insis- j 
tence for due and proper regard of the*j 
law, all classes of our citizens will„ 
with Mr. Taft as President become 
readily convinced that every legitimate 
J interest will be safe i« the hands of 
their Chief Executive.” 

From this we may assume that Mr. 
Taft will receive the united support 
of the Wall Street influence, and tha<t 
bankers and railroad managers will vie 
with each other in filling the “dougi- 
bags” of the Republican party. The 
malefactors of great wealth have evi- 
dently, as Mr. Schiff says:“hec«»e 
very readily convinced” that they 
“will be safe” in the hands of Taft.

Actaeon’s Dog Again. 

The Socialists of the Eighth Con- 
gressional district, of Ohio, are jubi- 
lant over the news that two English 
duchesses have agreed to stump that 
district in the interest of their candi- 
date for Congress. These duchesses 
have plenty of money and fluent 
tongues, and will appeal especially to 
the negro voters. Their advent bodes 
no good for the Republicans of Ohio. 
The negroes are among the most sus- 
ceptible people in the world to the in- 
fluence of money, fine clothes, and fine 
phrases. They may yet be drawn into 
the ranks of the Socialist party, which 
was born of the protective policy of 
the Republicans. And, in that case, 
we shall have another instance of 
Actaeon devoured by his own dogs. 

About the Size of It. 

The Louisville Times sizes the situa- 
tion correctly when it says : 

“Kentucky in little more than six 
months has grown heartily sick of Re- 
publican maladministration. The 
State is a Democratic State. Last fall 
thousands of its voters, who were 
Democrats, believed that, conditions in 
the Democratic party were such that 
they could be righted in no other way 
than by a Democratic defeat which 
could lead to a new Democratic alig- 
ment. It was a stringent form for 
remedy and has been followed logical- 
ly by no small degree of nausea. 

“Kentucky is more than anxious to 
return to the Democratic fold. So far j 
as this year’s election is concerned, 1 
with Mr. Bryan, as the Democratic j 
nominee for the Presidency, there is I 
no question of the result. Mr. Bryan 
will carry Kentucky by from 20,900 to! 
40,000 majority but that, in itself, will i 
not serve to make Kentucky again a 
Democratic State in so far as its home 
government is concerned. That can be 
determined only by the State Conven- 
tion of Democrats soon to be held at 
Lexington. If in that convention per- 
sonal and factional bitterness are sunk 
in the purpose to bring the Democracy 
into its own again, the close of the 
convention will see a reorganized Dem- 
ocracy for which the State has long 
waited and which it will not be slow 
to call to the helm when the present 
Republican nightmare is passed.” 

Appropriations Very Large. 

Although the figures on tne total ap- 
propriations for the present session of 
Congress are incomplete, from careful 
estimates the indications are that they 
will exceed $1,020,600,000. This is

fiood'Bye (o the "Bucket Shop." 

After September 1 it will be a felony 
to conduct a “bucket shop” in New 
York State. Gov. Hughes signed, 
without comment, Saturday Senator 
Cassidy’s bill amending the penal code 
to that effect. The act is substantial- 
ly similar to the Massachusetts law. 

The new law establishes a penalty 
of 55,000 maximum fine for a corpora- 
tion, and of $1,000 maximum fine of 
five years’ imprisonment, or both, for 
a person, and forfeiture of charter for 
a corporation upon second conviction. 
Transactions to be legal must contem- 
plate a bona fide receipt or delivery of 
the securities or commodities dealt in.

Plan to Spend Half Billion. 

The National Rivers and Harbors 
Congress announced a few nights ago 
! at a dinner in the Hotel Astor, in New 
York, the broad national policy of the 
organization under which it expects to 
link the internal waterways ot the 
country and provide the agriculturists 
and other producers of the Middle West 
with a cheap means of reaching Lhb 
seaboard with their products. 

It calls upon Congress for an annual 
appropriation of $50,000,000 for ten 
I years by which time it is expected that 
j inland waterways will be so far im- 
proved that cargoes wiil have an unin- 
terrupted transportation from say 
Brownsville, Texas, to the Mississippi, 
through canals along the coasts of 
Texas and Louisiana to the Mississippi ; 
up the Mississippi through waterways 
to the Great Lakes, by the Erie Canal 
to New’ York City, and from this port 
by canal to ^Boston and through Rari- 
tanJJCanal to Deleware and Chesapeake 
Bays and through a coast canal to 
Florida. It is expected that when 
these waterways are improved to take 
j products of Pittsburg to Texas and 
grain from Missouri to New York 
without breaking hulk.^,4

It was announced Tuesday from the 
j Kentucky Experiment Station that a 1 
positive cure had been found for a i 
disease among sheep known as the 
scab mite, and that this fatal malady 
had assumed such large proportion* 
among the sheep of Kentucky that the 
State veterinary has threatened to 
quarantine the State against the ship- 
ping of any of the animals out of its 
borders. 

The disease attacks the sheep in the j 
nature of a large scab which in a short 
period of time, covers the entire body, 
not only rendering the wool utterly
